Ing the emperor; and so intenge is 
the feeling 
In Germ any over the m a t­ 
ter that It w'ould be very easy to magnify 
the affair so 
as to make it the 
basis for unfriendly action by 
the German government towards the United 
States.

W hat is most remarkable about the wh<£* affair 
is that so closely are 
the groat nations united by telegraphic agencies, whatever is said or done 
In 
one country 
Is known to all 
the others. 
Governments must now ex­ 
ercise discretion In the public utterances of 
their officials 
if they wish 
to 
avoid International squabbles which in the end might lead to acts of hos­ 
tility.

W ILL NOT BECOME GOVERNOR OF 


PH ILIPPIN ES.

the governor's suggestion, but report­ 
ed instead a bill appropriating a lump 
sum of $500,000 for the 
present year. 
The house ways and means com mit­ 
tee subsequently reported 
favorably 
on this bill, with Representative Ja c k ­ 
son of Mast Boston dissenting.

week Mr. Jackson moved 
to 
amend, the report of the committee on 
ways and m eans by the substitution 
of a btu which embodied the govern­ 
or’s idea and provided for an appro­ 
priation of $2,000,000 to be spread over 
five years.

NEW YORK. April I—Charles A. Co- 
nant, treasurer of the Morton Trust com­ 
pany, who with E dw ard Brush, of the 
American Smelting & Refining company, 
and Prof. J. W. Jenks of Cornell univer­ 
sity, was invited by the Mexican govern­ 
ment to visit its capital and confer with 
the minister of finance in regard to the 
provision made by congress for the co- 
operation of the United states with Mex­ 
ico and China in regard to tile giving 
stability and un'formlty to the currency 
systems of the silver using countries, has 
returned 
In response to the question 
whether Mexico would soon udopt a new 
monetary system, Mr. Conant said: 
“I think th a t the Mexican government 
will establish a fixed exchange stand­ 
ard for Mexico which will continue the 
large use of silver coins but will pro­ 
vide for keeping them at par with gold, 
by government control of the quantity 
and ny a gold exchange fund in the lead­ 
ing financial centres. 
The minister of 
finance and other leading Mexican of­ 
ficials are keenly alive Lo the disadvant­ 
ages which the* country has suffered from 
continuously declining rite of exchange 
which has compelled her to give up a 
constantly increasing proportion of her 
products In exchange for the products of 
gold countries. The subject is very well 
understood by the financial leaders.” 
"Do you believe Mexico will succeed 
in carrying out this project?” wus asked.

think there will be 
no difficulty 
whatever with the present management. 
There is no doubt that if an exchange 
standard Is established that It will rn* 
safeguarded 
by 
provisions

those in our own statutes for m aintain­ 
ing the parity of our paper and silver 
money.

It is plain this officer does not know w hat he is talking about, 
filled with the belief that Chere is nothing 
in 
existence 
to stand 
Germany’s fleet. This foolish conceit is shared by the 
entire people 
tug the emperor; aud so intense is 
the feeling 
in Germany over the m a t­ 
ter that it would be very easy to m agnify 
the affair so 
as to make it the 
basis for unfriendly action by 
the German government towards the United 
States. 
W hat is most remarkable about the whoft® affair 
is that 
so closely are 
the great nations united by telegraphic agencies, whatever is 
said or done 
In 
one country 
is known to all 
the others. 
Governments m ust now ex­ 
ercise discretion In the public utterances of 
their offleials 
lf they wish 
to 
avoid international squabbles which in the end might lead to acts of hos­ 
tility.

Germ an fleet he made a correct estimate 
of his own 
strength. 
Dewey 
would require but a little more time to annihilate the German fleet than ii 
took him to riddle the Spanish fleet at Manila.

work in this state on a more perm an­ 
ent and settled basis than a t present, 
through an appropriation 
covering a 
period of five years, m et with the a p ­ 
proval of the lower branch of 
the 
state legislature yesterday. 
In his inaugural address 
the gov­ 
ernor deprecated the custom of 
ap ­ 
propriating large and varying sum s of 
money each year for the construction 
and repair of the highw ays and said 
that if the expenditure was to con­ 
tinue the annual expense for a series 
of years should be fixed. 
His excellency stated later th a t 
he 
believed 
th a t $350,000 a year for a 
period of five years for construction 
and $50,000 a year 
for repairs 
would 
be liberal action on the p art of the 
state. 
The roads and bridges 
committee, 
however, 
did 
not 
fall 
in line 
w ith 
the governor's suggestion, but report­ 
ed instead a bill appropriating a lump 
sum of $500,000 for the 
present year 
The house ways and means com mit­ 
tee subsequently reported 
favorably 
on this bill, with Representative Ja c k ­ 
son of E ast Boston dissenting. 
L ast week Mr., Jackson moved to 
amend the report of the committee on 
w ays and m eans by the substitution 
of a bill which embodied the govern­ 
or’s idea and provided for an appro­ 
priation of $2,000,000 to bq spread over 
five years. 
* 
Yesterday afternoon when the m a t­ 
ter came up in the house by special 
a s s i g n m e n t , the Jackson bill was b u >- 
stituted after the adoption 
of 
an 
am endm ent increasing the total a p ­ 
propriation for five years to $2,250,000, 
not more than $450,000 to be expended 
in any one year. 
The adoption of 
the 
a m e n d m e n t , 
which was 
m o v e d by 
R e p r e s e n t a t i v e 
D. W. Davis, who is chairm an of t h e 
c o m m i t t e e on 
roads 
and 
b r i d g e * , 
places the m easure as far as t h e size 
of 
t h e appropriation 
is concerned, 
r a t h e r in the 
l i g h t of a compromise, 


although the governor w’ins out speci­ 
fically in his contention for the five 
year idea. 
The substitution of the 
bill 
as 
amended followed a brief debate and 
there was no division. 
Schofield of Ipswich moved 
to re­ 
consider the vote w hereby on the day 
previous the house had killed the bill 
to provide 
for the establishment in 
towns and cities of emergency funds 
to provide work for the unemployed in 
tim es of industrial depression. 
Reconsideration was opposed by Dana 
of Newton and Newton of Everett and 
was supported by Ross of Netv Bed­ 
ford and Jackson of Fall River. The 
house refused to reconsider the m at­ 
ter by a vote of 61 yeas to 87 nays, 
but upon Mr. Schofield doubting the 
vote and securing a rollcall, the posi­ 
tion of the m em bers changed and the 
house voted to reconsider by 99 yeas 
to 87 nays. On motion of Mr. Scho­ 
field the bill w as then recommitted to 
the committee to be amended so as to 
come back to the house in a new from. 
Atty. General H erbert Parker sub­ 
mitted to the house his opinion as to 
the constitutionality of municipal fire 
insurance, in resnonsr 
to 
an order 
adopted March 23 last. 
He said such 
insurance in his opinion is unconsti­ 
tutional. and th a t the present bill be­ 
fore the legislature if enacted w’ould 
be inoperative and void because o! 
such unconstitutionality. 
Gov. Bates sent in a communication 
from the board of harbor and land 
commissioners, transm itting a request 
from the national government 
that 
this state turn over to the U. S. gov­ 
ernm ent the Graves at the entrance 
to the harbor upon which the-national 
governm ent desires to erect a light­ 
house at the entrance to Broad sound.

SHOT A WOMAN 


Covert Then Turned the 
Weapon on Himself

N E W YORK, April I—Newton fichoon- 
maker, a mechanic living in Pine street, 
Brooklyn, on returning home last night 
found his wife Eolia lying unconscious 
with a bullet in her breast, and beside 
her Pere!val Covert, a young man living 
in Euclid avenue, also unconscious, with 
a bullet wound In his head and a revol­ 
ver, of which two cham bers had been 
discharged, lying beside him. 
The man and woman were taken to 
the hospital, where the former died with­ 
out recovering consciousness. 
Mrs. Schoonmaker. who Is 28 years old 
recovered sufficiently to say that Covert 
had shot ner and himself. 
She made no 


explanation of the cause of the tragedy, 
and her condition was such th at it was 
impossible to obtain any further state­ 
ment from her. Schoonmaker was un­ 
able to thiou any light on the tragedy. 
On the dead man the police fo u n d ‘two 
letters, one addressed to Covert s mother, 
Mrs. Emily Covert, of St. Albans, Vt., 
and the other to George Carstairs. 
In these letters the police say Covert 
admitted th at he had embezzled several 
thousand dollars from the Williamsburg 
trust company, in whose branch office in 
Brooklyn he was employed, and th a t he 
had determined to destroy himself. 
Mrs. Schoonmaker is the mother of two 
young children, who were asleep in tho 
room next to that in which the shoot­ 
ing took place. 
There is little hope of 
her recovery.

track, and the first of those to go to his 
assistance w ire held at hay hy the dog.

The dog stood at the head of the man, 
and his forefeet were on hts m a s te rs 
shoulder*, while he was licking the face 
of Mr. Harding and whining piteously. 
W hen the body was picked up the dog 
stopped his growling and acted as though 
he knew his m aster had been hurt and 
that the men who were 
handling him

lying dead in some 
lonely 
spot in Canada. W hether it is 
suicide 
or murder cannot at present be told, 
but certain it Is that his absence ha* 
resulted 
in 
successful 
swindling 
operations by a crowd of men, 
one cif 
whom has been personating the general. 
Col. Hughes of the Canadian reg!, 
ments captured Dejonge, and tho latter 
pleaded with his compatriots to give up 
the war. He was execrated and a few 
weeks ago he came to Canada. He was 
expected 
in 
Toronto 
but never ap­ 
peared. 
n his place a man appeared 
accompanied by two others. 
The first 
announced himself as Dejonge. It is be­ 
lieved that he has knowledge of the 
general’s death.

Canada, but Dejonge does not answer 
the call.

Dejonge has committed suicide is found 
in a letter sent to Col. Hughes by D e­ 
jonge in which the latter says:

It is perhaps a cowardly thing 
to do, but im m ediately after posting 
this I intend to do aw ay with myself.

"I think th at the Mexican government 
vVill establish a fixed exchange stand­ 
ard for Mexico which will continue the 
large use of silver coi ls but will pro­ 
vide for keeping them ut par with gold, 
by governm ent control af the quantity 
and by a gold exchange fund in tile load­ 
ing financial centres

NEW YORK, April I—Charles A. Co­ 
nand treasurer of the Morton Trust com­ 
pany, who with Edward Brush, of the 
American Smelting A- Refining company, 
and Prof. J. W. Jenks of Cornell univer­ 
sity, was invited by the Mexican govern­ 
ment to visit its capital and confer w it Ii 
the minister of finance in regard to the 
provision made by congress for the co­ 
operation of the United States with Mex­ 
ico and China in regard to the giving 
stability and un'formity to the currency 
systems of the sliver using countries, has 
returned. In response to the question 
whether Mexico would soon adopt a new 
monetary system, Mr. Conant said: 
"I think that the Mexican government 
will establish a fixed exchange stand­ 
ard for Mexico which will continue the 
large tine of silver coins but will pro 
vide for keeping them at par with gold. 
by government control of the quantity 
and by a gold exchange fund in the lead­ 
ing financial centres. 
The minister of 
finance and other leading Mexican of­ 
ficials are keenly alive to the disadvant­ 
ages which the country has suffered from 
continuously declining rate of exchange 
which has compelled her to give up it 
constantly increasing proportion of her 
products in exchange for the products of 
gold countries. The subject is very well 
understood by the financial leaders.” 
“Do you believe Mexico will succeed 
iii carrying out this project?” was asked, 
'I think there will be no difficulty 
whatever w’lth the present management.

The wisdom of keeping certain government 
officials 
muzzled 
appear* 
from the rumpus 
Itleked 
up in Germany by an Interview published In an 
American newspaper In which Admiral Dewey was quoted 
as disparaging 
the German navy and the fighting ability of its men. 
The artktlf Is commented upon almost 
with 
as 
much 
bitterness 
as 
would 
an act 
of 
hostile 
aggression by our government against Germany. 
A certain officer of 
the German army rushes 
Into print to 
castigate Ad­ 
miral Dewey, to mimimlze his fleet as wholly inferior 
to that of Germany 
and to claim that there is scarcely a modernly 
equipped 
cruiser 
In the 
whole United States fleet. 
It Is plain this officer does not know what he is talking about, 
He is 
filled with the belief that Chere is nothing 
in 
existence 
to stand 
before 
Germany’* fleet. Th!* foolish conceit Is shared by th** 
entire people Includ­ 
ing the emperor; and so Intense is 
the feeling 
In Germany over the m at­ 
ter that it would be very easy to m agnify 
the affair so as to make It the 
basis for unfriendly action by 
the German government towards the United 
States. 
W hat Is most remarkable about the what* affair 
Is that 
so closely are 
the great nations united by telegraphic agencies, whatever Is 
said or done 
in 
one country 
Is known to all 
the others. 
Government* must now ex­ 
ercise discretion In the public utterances of 
their officials 
if they wish 
to 
avoid international squabbles which In the end might lead to a ds of hos­ 
tility. 
This episode shows that Germany is very jealous of other 
powers and 
sensitive on th# subject of her fleet. It Is so recently that she has had 
a fleet she should be thankful to Admiral Dewey for thus making the faet 
more generally known. 
If the time should ever come when this controversy 
should be 
settled 
by 
Admiral Dewey and his fleet on the one side and 
Admiral Von Beld- 
richa at the head of his fleet on the other, the Amrican admiral would goon 
dem onstrate to the world that when he claimed to be 
able to 
wipe out the 
German fleet he made a correct eatimate 
of his 
own 
strength. 
Dewey 
would require but a little more time to annihilate the German fleet than It 
look him to riddle the Spanish fleet at Manila.

of years should be fixed. 
His excellency stated later th a t 
he 
believed 
th a t $350,000 a year for a 
period of five years for construction 
and $50,000 a year 
for repairs 
would 
be liberal action on the p art of the 


btThe roads and bridges 
committee, 
however, 
did 
not 
fall 
in line 
with 
the governor s suggestion, but report­ 
ed instead a bill appropriating a lump 
sum of $500,000 for the 
present year. 
The house ways and means com mit­ 
tee subsequently reported 
favorably 
on this bill, with Representative Ja ck ­ 
son of E a st Boston dissenting. 
L ast week Mr. Jackson moved to 
amend the report of the committee on 
w ays and m eans by the substitution 
of a bill which embodied the govern- 
or’a idea and provided for an appro­ 
priation of $2,000,000 to be spread over 
five years. 
Yesterday afternoon when the m at- 
ter came up in the house by special 
assignment, the Jackson bill was sub­ 
stituted after the adoption

propriation for five years to $2,250,000, 
not more than $450,000 to be expended 
in any one year.
